T-By a revorsaJ cf his previous atr 
titude that J8S citizens of Porto 
Rico, who declined American citi- 
zenshlp in 1917. were not eligible 
to become citizens of tho United 
States boeausa they were not for- 
eign citizens ami had no allegiance 
to foreswear.

Following the recent suggestion that Taie abolish 


Latin as a requisite for the Bachelor of Arts degree, 
the appeal of Sir Frederick Kenyon, K. C. B, direc- 
tor of the British Museum for a wider study of the 
classics is most timely.
